GABRIELLE D’ANNUNZIO 

ITH THE PASSING from this worldly ken of the spirit of Ga- 
brielle D’Annunzio at the age of 74, there passed one of the 
really great men of his day and generation. Whether as\writer, 
poet, dramatist, soldier, sailor or statesman, he achieved a high 
place in everything that he attempted, and he tried all these fields 
with success. His one great mistake, so far as D’Annunzio was 
. concerned, was peculiarly enough apparently a great success so 
far as Italy was involved. That was in placing Mussolini in charge, 
of the forces D'Annunzio had himself created for the March on 
Rome and the seizure of power. His was the genius and the 
inspiration behind that which resulted in the present Fascist move- 
ment in Italy. It.is idle to speculate on what might have been, 
but, with the loyalty to his friends inherent in the man and his high 
regard for the British people, it is altogether probable that had D'- 
Annunzio remained at the helm of Italian affairs instead of Mussolini, 
the present strained relationship would not have existed between 
Great Britain and the land of the Caesars.’ That D'Annunzio’s life 
was spared by Mussolini may be attributed to the fear of the re- 
vulsion of feeling which. might have resulted such as took place in 
France when the successful Royalists caused Marshall Ney “the 
bravest of the brave’ to be executed as a traitor to the land he 
served so well.

Pneumonia fs caused by germs and 
pneumonia belongs to that group of 
diseases which are known as com- 
municable. .

A cold is in the infection of 
the upper part of the respirtory tract, 
and neglect of the common cold is 
often followed by an infection of the 
lower part of the respiratory tract, 
which is pneumonia,

OSTRICH, LARGEST BIRD; 
HUMMING BIRD, SMALLEST 


The ostrich, largest bird in the 
world, presents a {ntereoting contrast 
to the humming bird, the smallest. 
Of the latter there are about 600 
epeciés. They have weak legs, 
powerful wing muscles considering 
their size, and brilliant plumage. Of 
tho ostrich, ther are but few species 
(some sciontists say only one) They 
Lave powerful legs and proportion- 
ately weak wings, dark and quiet 
plumage. 

The mele is polygamous, notes a 
writer in London Tit-Bits Mrgazine, 
and during the breeding season con- 
sorts with two to seven females. The 
whole group will share. a common nest 
for the incubaiting of the eggs, into a 
single one of which could be packed 
a dozen or more humming birds. The 
females sit on the eggs during the day 
and the males at night. The males 
are vigorous fighters and will defend 
their own with alacrity, kicking side- 
ways or forward with their power 
ful legs, equipped with hoof-like toes. 
Tt is said that they have killed men 
and even horses in this way. 

The ostrich can make an noise re- 
sembling a roaring lion, but usualy 
prefers to hiss. His feathorless legs 
with which he can take 26-foot strides 
carry him with great speed. The 
oetriah AIL, eat almost anything, in- 
cluding all sorts of hard objects that 
will ald digestion, just as a chicken 
will pick up pleces of grit and small 
pebbels. Stories are told of ostriches 
eating knives and even watches. 


DRIVERS WARNED 
UNDER NEW PLAN 


Safety measures for highways 
traffic continues to occupy the atten- 
tion of provincial authorities across 
Canada. As the volume of tourist 
traffic increases and hard surfacing 
for safe driving become all the more 
insistent. 

A system of warning drivers has 
just been brought into operation in 

Ythe province of Ontario, 

There the motorist will be given a 
warning by the police, whether a 
summons is to issued or not, There 
are ‘many borderline cases, such as 
minor infractions or motor vehicle 
reguiationsthat will be covered by 
this regulation. 

; One copy .of the warning will go 
)to provincial police headquarters and 
j the other to the department of high- 
ways. 

If the same driver is warned on 
one highway and later by another 
officer in a different section of the 
province, the two warnings will ap- 
pear upon the record, 

When three minor offences accu- 
mulate, the driver’s Hcense may be 
Suspended,’ or he may be forced to 
undergo an examination as to his fit- 
ness. 

A similar system has been adopted 
in New Brunswick, while British Co- 
lumbia {s embarking upon a system 
of examining all 200,000 drivers in 
that province as to their qualifica- 
tons. 

Measures that wilil bring about 
safer driving have been given the 
strong endorsement of officials of 
the Alberta Motor Association, which 
is campaigning for reduction of the 
accident toll in this province,

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T’S really quite surprising the 

number of amateurs who go mer- 
rily along snapping pictures without 
giving ahy thought as to why their 
snapshots appear somewhat smud- 
gy or cloudy, 

If your snapshots can be classed 
with the above the chances are the 
trouble can be attributed to your 
own neglect and not to faulty con- 
struction of the camera. 

A dirty lens, for example, will 
cause smudgy prints. A lens is the 
eye of your camera. Can you see 
clearly if your glasses are smudged 
by finger prints? 

Cleaning a lens is a very simple 
operation, All you need is a soft, un- 
starched linen handkerchief and 
perhaps .a match or pencil, if the 
lens is quite small. The rear surface 
of the lens can easily be reached by 
removing the back of the camera. 
If the camera has a double lens (one 
behind and one in front of the shut- 
ter diaphragm), the front combina- 
tion may be removed by turning to 
the left, which will allow you to 
work through the shutter opening 
when set for “time,” with the hand- 
kerchief over the end of the match 
or lead pencil. If the lens is quite 
dirty breathe on it and then rub 
quickly with the handkerchief. Be 
sure, when replacing the front lens, 
to screw it back Into the shutter as 
far as it will go. : 

The suggestion to work through 
the shutter opening also applies to 
tleaning the front surface of single 
lenses fitted to box cameras and cer- 
tain folding rhodels. Work carefully 
and don’t exert too mucl pressure. 


Give your camera half a chance and you'll get good snapshots. . 


It isn’t necessary and might scratch 
the surface. 

Taking it for granted that you 
have a clean lens and that your 
camera ‘is in good mechanical con- 
dition let's discuss some “do's” and 
“den’ts.” 

With the familiar box type cam- 
era it is so easy unknowingly to 
have your finger extend slightly 
—or more so—over the lens, The re- 
sult is obvious, You will have an un- 
attractive black smudge over part 
of your picture, So keep your fingers 
away from the front of the lens. 

Another error is a double expo- 
sure caused by failing to turn the 
film roll to the next number after 
snapping a picture. If you fail to 
turn it you may find, when your 
prints are returned, that quite mi- 
raculously grandma is sitting in her 
favorite chair out in the middle of 
a lake. 

When using a focusing type cam- 
era be sure to set the lens at the 
correct distance mark, for if you 
don’t the chances are that your pic’ 
ture will be out of focus and blurred. 

Here’s another one, Unless you 
have an extremely fast lens and 
shutter don't try to take broadside 
snaps of fast-moving subjects. Mov- 
ing objects can, however, be caught, 
even with an ordinary camera, if 
taken from an angle of about 45 de- 
grees and not too close up. 

Amateur snapshooting is really 
anything but difficult and it is quite 
safe to say that the majority of pic- 
ture failures are the result of care- 
lessness or lack of thought on the 
part of the snapshooter.

Lurking in the protection of in- 
visibility are millions of unseen en- 
emies wacing a continuous war. again- 
st mankind, says an article in the Feb- 
ruary issue of the C-I-L Oval.

BARLEY FOR BEER 


Although fifteen odd varieties of 
barley are raised in Canada, there is 
one variety which is recognized by 
authorities compyling most adequate- 
ly with the distinctive requirements of 
the brewer. The story of the develop- 
ment and cultivation of this barley, 
known as 0.A.C, 21, and its applica- 
tion to the brewing industry, is told by 
a writer in the February issue of the 
C-I-L Oval, 

The essential quality which dis- 
tinguishes good barley, to the ability 
of the diastase, or soluble ferment of 
the barley, to transform the starch 
into dextrin and maltose more com- 
pletly than inferior disease. When 
the soil lacks in the qualities necessary 
for the production of the grade of 
barley demanded, chemical fertilizers 
are introduced into the soil to supply 
the deficlenctes in nature,
